exasperating to a customer. Such 
advertisers are anathema. They may 
not be erooked but are careless, in- 
diffefent, and minus business ethies. 
Usually he is some collector with a 
shoe-box of duplicates he wishes to 
get rid of. He advertises. He gets 
orders for something not in his box. 
He procrastinates, thinks it will turn 
up, or tries to get it from another 
dealer. All the time the customer 
is kept waiting and getting hot under 
the collar. Can't blame him. No 
such person should have the nerve 
to impose himself on collectors as a 
dealer. It takes capital to be one. 
Even a small dealer's stock costs 
more than would stock the average 
corner grocery. Keep out of stamp 
dealing if you haven't the capital or 
grounding of business ethies. 

On the other hand, we do our best 
to check up on advertisers credent- 
ials, but we cannot guarantee the 
probity of everyone among the hun- 
dreds of people we have never seen 
who may wish to advertise. Happily 
the percentage of shysters is very 
small. 

To the customer we say: “you’re on 
your own" in dealing with strangers, 
whether for stamps or shotguns. 
Learn to know your dealer through 
correspondence and reasonable orders

big order. And if you run into a 
procrastinating dealer don't tear 
your hair, grab a pen and write us 
complaining until you have proved 
something definitely damaging 
against him—then give us the facts 
and we will join you in placing these 
facts where they will do the most 
good. 

We mention this last because we 
have had instances where a com- 
plaint was laid and we had just nicely 
placed letters in the mail to both 
complaining customer and offending 
dealer, when a second letter came 
from the customer that he had re- 
ceived his order. . Now,—whose ex- 
asperated? We are—over the wast- 
age of time and the invidious posi- 
tion in which we have been placed. 

This all leads to a complant against 
a collector friend we know as well

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Prince Edward Island Pre-Confederation 
Post Marks 


BY LT. COL. S. S. WEATHERBIE 


Referring to the excellent article 
on ‘Lot Numbers’, by my friend Mr. 
A. K. Grimmer in the May issue of 
P.S., I would add five more ‘Lots’ to 
his list viz: Nos. 16, 27, 31, 40 and 
48. This makes in all, twenty five 
post offices which had no other 
designation as a postal address than 
the Lot Number. 

It is doubtful if more than a very 
few of these had been supplied with 
dater stamps. 

As communities grew within the 
Lots, some of these Lot numbered 
post offices assumed place names; 
a few were inconveniently placed to 
meet new postal conditions; while 
the majority disappeared about 1914 
when Rural Free Delivery became 
well established. 

It may be of interest to follow the 
growth of the post office service in 
the island and so arrive at a reason 
for such dearth of post marks, when 
the number of post offices is con- 
sidered. 

As was well explained by Mr. 
Grimmer, the colony was divided 
into 67 parcels of land, called ‘Lots’. 
These were disposed of by the 
British government. Two were given 
to parties who had established fish- 
eries; one was placed in the King’s 
name and the other 64 were allotted 
to some 98 individuals. There were 
also three ‘Royalties’, each adjacent 
to its county town. These seventy 
areas became distinct entities. 

The tenants in each of these areas 
therefore, would look to the Pro- 
prietor, or his resident agent, in 
matters of ‘interior economy.’ It 
was only logical that for many of 
these, the Lot Number was the surest 
and most easily found address. 

After the setting up of the island 
post office in Charlottetown, where 
delivery of all letters to island 
addresses had to be taken, it was a 
simple matter for the resident of 
any Lot when calling for mail, to 
collect all for persons residing with- 
in the Lot. Much of the correspond- 


ance from abroad would come by 
ship bringing goods to settlers. No 
Lot was far from a shipping post. 

In 1801, the island being under the 
jurisdiction of Nova Scotia, the 
Deputy Post master General at 
Halifax, set up a post office for the 
island, at Charlottetown, appointing 
John Ross as postmaster. | 

In 1827, the governor of the 
island, Col. Ready, aware of the 
handieap to out-lying settlers in the 
matter of news, and knowing that 
roads, or paths connected many of 
the settlements, instructed the legis- 
lature to have set up a series of 
posts to serve the western, eastern 
and south-eastern parts of the 
country. These were in operation on 
Ist July 1828. 

The Deputy P.M.G. at Halifax pro- 
tested and demanded to know the 
authority for such procedure. Upon 
reporting it to London he was told 
the legislature had acted quite  il- 
legally; under the circumstances 
though, he was to let matters stand, 
but to keep fully alive to the 
financial results. Should there be a 
source of revenue then the Deputy 
P.M.G. was to take over the island 
posts. 

Whether by design, or otherwise 
the financial balance of the island 
posts was always in the ‘red’. Even 
in 1850 the net receipts were £1441, 
while the expenditures amounted to 
£1528. 

Accounting as between Charlotte- 
town and Halifax was a simple mat- 
ter. The island postmaster reported 
periodically the receipts and expen- 
ses, attaching a receipt for the bal- 
ance, which was paid. 

It will be seen that though there 
were numerous local posts, which by 
1841 reached a total of 32, there was 
only one legal post office in the 
island, in the first half century of 
its postal history. This one then, 
should be the only one entitled to 
the use of a dating stamp and this 
stamp too, has the province and not 


gi 





the town name. 

On July 28th, 1849 a law was 
passed in England, vesting in the 
colonial legislatures the control of 
their own posts. 

Post Marks. 

It is not recorded when the first 
dater was used in the island. It may 
be:of significance though the three 
events which took place in 1816 viz: 

(a) The Deputy P.M.G. made first 
mention in his reports to England of 
the existance of an island post office; 

(b) The establishment of a cour- 


ier system between Halifax and 
Pictou to connect with the packet 
service which 

(c) was inagurated to serve the 
island. 

Is it possible that these events 
would rate.a dater stamp for the 


island ? 
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In any ease Fig. 1. is a_ very 
early example. Robson Lowe showed 
Jan. 1821 in his catalogue. Mr. 
Lowe, personally was quite interested 
when shown the cover from which 
this was traced and pointed out that 
the month (Ap) had both upper and 
lower case letters. I would like to 
learn of an earlier date. 
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The letter in question was written 
in St. John's Nfld. 1st March 1817, 
brought privately to Halifax where 
it was posted 25th March and mark- 


ed with the new postal rate of 8 
pence, in black (collect). It re- 
ceived the Prince Edward Island 


cancel 9th Ap. 1817. 


(Konwiser and Campbell, in their 
eatalogue, p. 18 line 5, show a 
double circle stamp ‘POST OFFICE 
PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND,’ hav- 
ing a manuscript date Nov. 1826). 

Fig 2 has a manuscript date and 
the error in the use of ‘EDWARDS’ 
instead of ‘EDWARD’. This is cor- 
rected in Fig 3. Here also begins the 
use of type dates. 

Figs 3 and 4, with minor differ- 
ences, show the style of stamp used 
until as late as 1869. I have eight 
types used in the first 68 years. 
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‘Charlottetown’ only begins to ap- 
pear on stamps in the 1860s, although 
it had been used on ‘PAID’ stamps in 
the 1850s. Fig 6 is of the small, neat 


type which is still in general use, 

with, or without, outer circle. 
‘PAID’ stamps are to be found 

with, or without date. Mr. Grim- 


mer's. Fig. 2. is the type used at 


September, 1947 


Tignish; Souris; West Cape; Lot 32 
and Lot 49. That for Prince Town is 


similar to Fig 5 which ^ was the 
Charlottetown one. 

Charlottetown also had a combined 
‘PAID’ with dater stamp. 

Normally these stamps would be in 
red and on the front of the letter: 
where also would be found the num- 
eral, in red, of the amount of the 
postage paid. 

Postage to be collected from the 
addressee would be in black and 
usually would be the only official 
entry on the front of the letter. 

These numerals would be made 
with either pen, or pencil. Occasion- 
ally they may be found cut from 
cork, or other material. 

‘Town’ cancels. The first of these 
in the island seems to have been that 
of Georgetown and this before the 
Aet of 1849. (shown in Fig 7). 
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FIG.7 


Fig 8 is given because of the year 
date having been shown. The usual 
type of the Summerside dater is 
one without the year. (Konwiser 
and Campbell show such on page 19.) 


Others could be shown as Prince 
Town; West Cape; Southport; Or- 
well; St. Eleanor's. 

When adhesives were taken into 
use, a new condition arose. Way 
offices without the proper cancelling 
stamps used one of several expedi- 
ents: pen cancel; cork ‘killer’; or 
send the letter to the ‘town’ office 
unmarked. 

If received in this latter condition, 
the receiving clerk in Charlottetown, 
would use a metal (bar type) killer; 
a Charlottetown cork (star); or 
metal, or cork numeral (13 &c); or 
would apply the dater he had been 
using to receipt the back of the let- 
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ter, to cancel the stamp. The writer 
was puzzled for some time with one 


penny, one and three cent stamps 
‘off cover’ which had the dater stamp 
mark on them. 

. It is unfortunate that little, or no, 
official help may be expected relat- 
ing to the early postal history of the 
island, or prior to Confederation. 
Perhaps the fire which destroyed the 
Charlottetown post office in 1884 
may be blamed for this. 

It is doubtlful if the accumulation 
old official papers received good 
treatment. One minor official told 
me of finding, in the ashes in the 
basement of the Provincial Building, 
the engraved plates from which the 
one, two, three, four and five pound 
notes had been printed. These are 
now being preserved as historical 
items. 

Other, more perishible things, may 
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have been given the same treatment, 
with less fortunate results. 

It is only through pooling the 
knowledge gained, piecemeal, by 
stamp collectors, that a worthwhile 
history of the island posts can be 
compiled. And is this information 
well scattered! 


I have prepared an eleven-section 
map of the island, showing the 
location of over 590 of the 597 post 
office names I have traced. 

This article is intended to partly 
account for the reason of the 
paucity of island postal markings.

The U. S.- Canadian. 2c 


Rate 1851-1875

Some five or six years ago I ran 
across a cover from Maine to New 
Brunswick with a U.S. 2e 1869 stamp, 
showing a use in April 1870. (See 
above). The envelope was sealed, 
hence first-class mail, but why 2c 
when the rate to our northern 
neighbor was six cents? The U.S. 
domestic rate at that time was 3e, 
and our local delivery rate was 2c, 
so why 2e from an office in Maine 
to an office in New Brunswick? The 
cover was undoubtedly genuine in 
every respect so here was an item 
that was surely most unusual. 

I made a very careful search thru 


my files of U.S. “Postal Laws & 
Regulations,"  Postmasters General 
Reports, Postal Treaties, etc. etc., 


but could find no reference whatso- 
ever to a 2c rate to Canada. 

The envelope bore the postmark of 
“HOULTON Me—Apr. 30” and was 
addressed to *Woodstock N.B.,"—on 
the reverse it bore the postmark of 
“Woodstock N.B. Ap. 30 1870.” On 
the face was a marking “PAID 2" 
in the same black ink as the Houlton 
postmark. 

By referring to my map of Maine 
I found that Houlton is located in 
the eastern part of Maine, about five 
miles west of the line separating the 


U.S. from New Brunswick, and that 
the town of Woodstock is directly to 
the east, about fifteen miles distant, 
on the left bank of the St. John 
River. The two towns are connected 
by railroad. 

I made a search thru both the 
Jarrett and Holmes books but was 
unable to find any reference to a 
2e rate between the two countries. 

The owner ofthe cover informed 
me that there was no question but 
what the cover was perfectly good 
as it was among five or six which he 
acquired years ago in an original 
find, and all were from the same 
correspondence. 

The “Paid 2” certainly confirmed 
a 2c rate. I communicated with 
several prominent collectors of 
B.N.A. but none of them were 
familiar with a 2c rate to Canada 
in 1870. At that time it cost 3e to 
mail a letter from New York to 
Brooklyn, or across the Hudson 
River to Newark, or from 
Minneapolis to St. Paul, so why 2c 
from a town in Maine to a town 
fifteen miles distant in Canada? 

Several years later I acquired a 
similar cover from the same  cor- 
respondence which was mailed from

Houlton on Apr. 18th - 1870, and 
later I stumbled across the following 
in a U.S. Postal Guide of 1873, 
(quote): 

“948-letters originating at either 
of the following line offices, and 
destined for the corresponding line 
office, the distant being short, are 
allowed to go at a postage of two 
cents each, without regard to weight, 
viz; 

Sault St. Marie, Mich.—Sault St. 
Marie, Canada. 

Port Huron, Mich. — Port Sarnia, 


Canada. 
Detroit, Mich.—Windsor, Canada. 
Ete., ete., etc. 


In the above list there was na 
mention of Houlton and Woodstock. 
It was not until I obtained the new 
book on the “Postal History of 
Canada” by Winthrop S. Boggs, that 
I obtained the full information that 
I desired on the mysterious 2c rate. 


On page 45, Volume 1, Mr. Boggs 
stated, quote: 
“On the 10th of June 1851, the 


United States agreed to a rate of 
1d, (2c) for letters between Canada 
and the United States where the 
ferry, 
or a short land journey over the 
international boundry between the 
two points, an arrangement which 
continued until February 1, 1875. 
The special ferriage charge was the 
continuation of a practice which had 
been in use for many years.” (end 
of quote). 

In Volume 2, (pages 6D - 7D - 8D 
- 9D) of the Boggs book, the author 
quoted correspondence between ` the 


postmasters general of the two 
countries whereby the special 2e 
rate was established. In this cor- 


respondence the rate was refered to 
as a “reduced” or Ferry Rate, 
between “frontier towns," without 
regard to weight. 

As quoted above, Mr. Boggs stated 
that the special ferriage rate was 
“a continuation of a practice which 
had been in use for many years." 
I am aware of the fact that from 
1829 until 1937, that “ferry postage" 
was added to the total Canadian 
rate on mail to and from the United 
States, and I suppose that after 
1837 there was a small ferry rate

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from a frontier town in Canada to 
a frontier town in the U.S., but as 
far as I am aware there was no 
reduced U.S. rate from a frontier 
town in the U.S. to one in Canada 
pu the special arrangement of 
1851. 


In the Postal Agreement of 1851 
between the U.S. and New  Bruns- 
wick, Houlton and Woodstock, were 
among offices listed as “Exchange 
Offices,” therefore, I assume that 
there was probably a 2e rate between 
those offices as early as the fall of 
1851. 

In conclusion I might add that I 
have only seen two covers bearing 
the 2c frontier rate. I have never 
seen a cover from Canada to the 
U.S. with it. Have you?

I think it is a stamp that was 
quite uncalled for, moreover minute 
examination shows to my mind hasty 
engravng, and as to the figure which 
is supposed to allegorically represent 
a new arrival, I have seen thousands 
of immigrants land at this Port and 
have as yet to see one without a 
eap, few without a handkerchief 
around their neck, none with zipper 
shirt as would appear in the stamp 
in question, the trousers are held 
up by a belt and do not come up 
waist-high and he would appear to 
have a pair of American shoes laced 
practically to the toe, to say nothing 
of the fingers. Am sure Mr. Deaville 
was never consulted. 

The difference between the 10d 
Jacques Cartier and this stamp, both 
as regarls workmanship and paper, 
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the comparison is certainly unfavor- 
able to the modern specimen. 

I think that these remarks of mine 
wil meet with the approval of 
most seriously minded collectors. 
Canada has a fine reputation for 
its stamps and with few exceptions 
it is merited and personally I hope 
this will be the last of anything that 
might rightly be termed a label. 

I might add a great deal more 
but refrain from doing so.

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METER NEWS AND NOTES

Interest in meters appears to be 
growing and well it may, since many 


of the earlier Canadian types and 
numbers are very hard to find. 
Among the rarest types are those 


with numbers 503, 505, 509, and 513 
which are catalogued by Harris as 
Type 2 and Type 5 numbered from 
1021-25. Also scarce is Harris Type 
10 with meter 101 which was used 
experimentally at the Toronto post 
office in 1938. The midget type 
although not rare is obsolete and the 
first type is fast going out as only 
a very few are seen in use now. 


Recently I have received letters 
from several readers with meter 
news. From E. L. Piggott of 
Chester, N.S. comes a slogan used 
at Kentville, N.S. reading “15th 
Annual Apple Blossom Festival 
1947" on meter 1148. A similar 
postal slogan was also used for the 
occasion. Wilfred S. Richards, 
Dinsmore, Sask. sends a holiday 
slogan of interest “Take Only The 
Limit—Or Less"—The Carling 
Conservation Club" and picturing a 
fish leaping from the water used on 
meter 140495 from Waterloo, Ont. 
A number of other non-commercial 
slogans come from D. MacDonald, 
227 Brock St. Kingston, Ont. They 
are “Ontario British Flood Relief 
Campaign May 1st to 15th, 1947” 
from House of Assembly, Toronto 
on meter 54087 and also from House 
of assembly on meter 54091 is 
“Prevent Forest Fires Save Your 
Forest” showing a raging fire. On 
meter 84541 from Hamilton is “The 
Good Driver is a Careful Driver". 

Other interesting slogans to 
report are “For Goodness Sake Keep 
Apples Cool" from Kelowna, B.C.; 
“Safeguard Your Health" on meter 


140167 from Toronto; “Health for 
all Canadians * Health Week" 
February 2nd to 8th" on meter 


83608 from Toronto; “for your 1947 
Vacation Alberta Canada" on 54047 
from Edmonton, Alta.; “Time to 
think of Hail Insurance" from 
Regina, Sask. on meter 140367; 
“For the bride elect The Wedding 
Book is a perfect gift" on meter 
1140 from Toronto; and from the 
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Red Cross at Regina on meter 
140857 is a picture of a red cross in 


a circle and the words “Swimming 
and Water Safety". 
Many of the smaller towns and 


cities are now appearing on meters.

In fact its almost the 
anticipation that counts most.

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THE SCROLL MYSTERY 
IN LAW STAMP. 


By C. Arthur Ayre 


Any study of Saskatchewan Law 
Stamps is handicapped by the lack 
of sufficient material. The interpre- 
tation of the seroll now given re- 
sults from the examination of 
material in my own collection and 
no catalogues that I have seen have 
attempted to give a full explanation. 
1st. Issue: 1st. Printing. 

On the paper used in a sheet of 
25 stamps, the scroll design was 
first printed for each stamp. This 
design shows two points in each of 
three corners and one point in the 
fourth corner. The regular or  nor- 


mal position is for the one point to 


appear at the lower left corner of 
the stamp: but this position was 
changed in the top left corner of the 
sheet where the scroll design was 
inverted showing the one-point 
position of the scroll at the right 
top eorner of the stamp in number 
1 sheet position. The sheet, there- 
fore, would show one stamp with 
Inverted Seroll and 24 normal. This 
applies to all values from the 5e to 
the $3 and may also apply to the 
$5, $10 and $20 values. If some other 
collector has sufficient material of 
these three values please verify or 
otherwise. 

Ist. Issue: 2nd. Printing. 

What has been said above applies 
also to this printing for the values 
be to 75e inclusive and the’ $3 value. 
With the $1 and $2 values the 
picture changes. For the one dollar 
value the sheet was fed to the press 
with the scroll designs as previously 
described and ALSO fed with the 
sheet inverted from the previous 
position. The scroll design in No. 1 
position would then be found in No. 
25 position at -the lower right 
corner of the sheet. Two points of 
the design would show in the top 
right corner of stamp No. 25 and 
one point in the top right corner of 
the other 24 stamps. As a con- 
sequence there is no #1 stamp show- 
ing normal and no #25 stamp show- 
ing inverted scroll. All other 23 
positions are to be found both nor- 
mal and inverted. 

For the $2 value the sheet was 
fed to the press inverted only, with 
the result that only the stamp in 


position 25, i.e. lower right corner, 
shows normal scroll and all the other 
24 positions show inverted scroll.

La Crosse, July 3rd.— A collec- 
tion of 1,135 postage stamps from 
all parts of the world portraying 
sainted persons — a “Philatelic 


Litany of the Saints" — will be 
presented to His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII by the collector, Msgr. 
Ferdinand Cech, of St. Wenceslaus 
Church here, it has been announced. 

Msgr. Cech’s collection is known 
to philatelists across the nation, 
as it has won first prizes in both 
state and national exhibits, in 
Philadelphia, New York, St. Louis,

The “Philatelic Litany” begins 
with a Greek issue portraying the 
Sign of the Cross. God the Father 
is represented by stamps from 
Greece, Brazil and Liberia; God the 
Son on stamps of a score of nations: 
in the Nativity on Italian, Estonian 
and Hungarian issues, as the 
Eucharistic Christ on a Salvador 
stamp, as the Sacred Heart by a 
Bolivian example, in the Resurrec- 
tion on an Easter Island stamp of 
Chilean origan, and as Christ the 
Teacher on stamps of Italy, 


Cyrenaica, Eritrea, Somaliland and 
Tripolitania. 
The Holy Spirit is  rperesented

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FIRST DAY SALES 





(From Edmonton Journal) 

The extent to which stamp col- 
lectors seek such items is best 
appreciated by reading a report from 
Washington revealing first day sales 
of $227,000 on a three-cent stamp 
to commemorate one hundred years 
of postage stamp issuing. Of fifteen- 
cent souvenir sheets sold on first 
day of issue at the Centennial Inter- 
national Philatelic Exhibition in 
New York City a total of 1,200,000 
were sold by a staff of postal clerks 
sent to the show where 502,000 
sheets were immediately cancelled 
and mailed on first day covers. One 
day’s sales exceeded those of a full 
week at the previous International 
Philatelic Exhibition, held in New 
York in 1936, and indicated a great 
increase in the ranks of stamp col- 
lectors. 

Canadian philatelists found more 
than usual interest in the souvenir 
sheet as it reproduced the five and 
ten-cent stamps which United States 
first issued in 1847, the first one of 
which bore the photo of Ben Frank- 
lin who had been, the first post- 
master general of the republic. But 
he had also been the first postmaster 
general of British North America, 
1763-1776, which included the New 
England colonies of Great Britain, 
and Canada which had been won 
from France in 1763. As such he 
had visited Quebec City and set up 
postal services between there and 
New York City, also between Que- 
bee and Montreal. 

A further postal link with the 
early history of Canada was forged
